BEF4RE THE COURT. EXAMINATION WAIVED. 



Monday night of last week the store 
house of Mr. Green Reynolds, who is 
doing business at Ozark, this county, 
was entered by theives and a number 
of articles stolen. Mr. Reynolds did 
not know of the robbery until Tuesday 
morning when he entered his store. 
Goods were missed and there were 
other evidences that his place of busi- 
ness had been visited by robbers. Tele- 
phone lines were at once put to work, 
every little town in the county being 
notified. 

Tuesday night two young men struck 
C.»e Valley. They were strangers, 
and Town Marshal Clarence Page's sus- 
picions were aroused, and while they 
were eating supper at R. B. Wilson's 
hotel, he entered the dinning room and 
arrested them. Both men had grips 
and a gun each. The grips were opened 
and found to contain the articles, 
razors, suspenders, a watch, etc .taken 
from Mr. Reynolds store, which he 
subsequently identified as his property 

Mr. Page and a posse of men brought 
the accused to Columbia Tuesday night 
and lodged them in jail. Wednesday 
afternoon they were brought before 
Judge Hancock. They waived an ex- 
amination and were remanded to jail, 
their bail being fixed at $300 each, 
which they are not likely to give. One 
of the men gave his name as Charley 
Perkins, the other one Otter Dick. 

Their final trial will not come up until 
the January term of the Adair Circuit

jmiles above Mr. Reynolds' store, had 
been entered in the afternoon and sev-

How To Feed Hens. 

There is a knack in the feed- 
ing of hens that must be learn- 
ed by experience. The hens 
must be well fed, and yet should 
always be a little hungry during 
the day. They are not satisfied, 
but in the evening they may be 
fed all they will clean up readily. 
It is a long standing custom of 
poultrymen to feed hens a mash 
once a day, and this may be fed 
morning or evening, according 
to convenience. At the Kansas 
Experiment Station evening feed * 
ing has been found protable. 
Where meat and green feed are 
well provided the feeding of a 
mash may be discontinued, fed 
at intervals, or dropped from 
the bill of fare entirely.

Raising Ducks. 

After ducks are hatched and 
begin to eat, feed them some soft 
feed and give them a shallow 
vessel for watering, for a small 
duck can get too wet. Always 
give ducks plenty of water to 
drink, and I think it should be 
near the feed trough, for ducks 
wash down their food with water 
and cannot eat well without it. 
I find my ducks do better when 
the food is changed often. I feed 
scraps from the table of bread, 
potatoes, apple parings, corn 
meal, etc. They should be kept 
warm at night to keep in a grow- 
ing condition. A wire netting 
fence about two feet high is nice 
to enclose a duck yard. Ducks re 
quire more fresh air than chick- 
ens and can stand more 
weather. I belive there is more 
nioney in ducks than in turkeys, 
as duck are not subject to dis-

When Fattening Turkeys. 

It is a mistake to depend upon 
corn alone when fattening tur- 
keys. A variety is better. 

Potatoes, swedes, mangolds, 
boiled soft and mixed with a lit- 
tle oats, barley meal, buckwheat 
meal or common cornmeal con- 
stitute good fattening foods. 

The French fatten with beet 
root, artichokes or potatoes, 
boiled and mixed with meal, and 
give acorns, chestnuts and wal- 
nuts. The latter they consider 
add a delicious flavor to the 
meat. 

While being, fattened turkeys 
should have plenty of ventila- 
tion and fresh airjinstheir coops 



and there should b e plenty of 
grit, sand and lime rubbish t» 
aid digestion. They should also, 
have all the clean water they will 
drink. 

A popular American method of 
fattening is to give a morning 
mash of cornmeal, barley meal 
or buckwheat meal, mixed with 
skim milk; a few sweet potatoes 
can be added. At noon give 
cracked corn, buckwheat or bar- 
ley and ac night give whole or 
cracked corn with an occasional 
feed of buckwheat. 

It is best not to coop turkeys 
during fattening, as they are apt 
to lose their appetites and be- 
come sickly. 

If fed all they will eat three 
times a day they are not inclined 
to roam, but will sit around quiet" 

ly. 

Turkeys intended for the later 
markets should not be so heavi- 
ly fed as those intended for sale 
in a few weeks. 

They should be killed at once 
when ready for the market, as 
they will begin to lose flesh and 
prove unprofitably if kept over 
this time.— M. K. Boyer.
